His 
saed  catalogues,  great  pictures  looked  like  a heavy  cropper  [chunky  with  few  eyes]  claimed  yield 
of  1360  bushels  per  acre;  price  seemed  high  even  with  many  eyes,  one  barrel  planted  in  check  rows  one 
eye  to  each  check  about  three  feet  apart  each  way  in  rich  loamy  soil  yielded  35  bushels  early,  white, 
oval  mostly  having  many  but  very  shallow  eyes,  excellent  cookers,  but  too  small  for  heavy  croppers, 
they  set  heavy,  so  led  growers  to  hope  for  greater  crops  next  time.
